HIGHLAND PARK — While York Boulevard is evolving at neck-breaking speed, Highland Park’s other 
main drag, Figueroa Street, has seen slower change. Still, along with some of the best carnitas and juice 
places in town, new concepts have steadily emerged on Fig—Good Girl Dinette has been around for five 
years now, Little Cave turned into La Cuevita, there’s a legit creperie, and as of this summer, there’s 
even a solid vegan restaurant. You can also add to the list of newcomers The Greyhound, which 
introduces another category to the strip: a corner bar and grill, complete with a full food menu, 20 beers 
on tap, and some excellent cocktails. 


The space, itself, all dark wood, brick and vintages touches, is airy and inviting. There are cozy booths 
to sink into and plenty of natural light, making it the perfect casual hangout for a weekend afternoon 
when the crowd is minimal—the nights are much more of a scene, if that’s what you’re looking for. Put 
simply, it’s a neighborhood bar with a mixed crowd of the usual Highland Park suspects-young and old, 
hipster and not hipster, long-time residents and newcomers. It’s even family appropriate until around 7. 
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Foodwise, the fare is somewhere in between pub and gastropub. Sure, the salads are elevated with 
candied pumpkin seeds and grapefruit vinaigrette (lots of grapefruit touches here to keep with the 
Greyhound theme) and, yes, pork belly is available, but then again, there’s the Loaded Fries, smothered 
in cheese, bacon and sour cream, which will pair well with most any beer. You'll also find fourteen 
variations of chicken wings, ranging from Hunan BBQ to Judgement Day (meaning exceptionally spicy), 
served by the pound and classically accessorized with carrots, celery and a ranch-like dressing. The 
Ginger Spice are particularly tasty. 


A menu highlight is The Greyhound Burger, a juicy mix of three types of meat on soft buttered bun 
(that’s not brioche) blanketed in a melted slice of shiny American cheese. Unpretentious, for sure, and 
undeniably delicious. Of course, a good burger makes perfect sense since one of the guys behind The 
Greyhound was an original partner in Father’s Office. On the meaty flipside are the less successful 
Steak Nuggets, chunks of marinated steak served with sriracha and crostini. The dish came out exactly 
as advertised, but there just wasn’t enough flavor to make it a compelling snack-y dish. 


The drinks, however, don’t miss. Mateo’s Greyhound uses Plymouth Gin and fresh-squeezed grapefruit 
juice with well-balanced results while the Hippie Flip is a free-spirited mix of tequila, Cielo Roja 
bacanora, lime and Fresca. They also riff on the classic with a eponymous martini made with Lillet Blanc 
and grapefruit bitters. Beer lovers, who aren’t necessarily beer nerds, will appreciate that the extensive 
beer menu is helpfully broken into categories, like “Clean & Crisp” and “Fruity, Sour, Funky.” The 
selection features plenty of local brews, plus all the Belgians you could ask for. And if you want to end 
the night right, try a sip from The Greyhound’s treasury of digestivos—they’ve got an impressive 
collection that boasts some real rarities.

Jose Guzman Aguilar '15 running in the SCIAC Multi-Dual Meet on Oct. 18, 2013. 

After his 18th birthday, cross country and track standout John Guzman Aguilar faced deportation to his 
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native Mexico and was separated from his family. Five years later, he’s on course to be the greatest 
distance runner in Oxy history

John Guzman Aguilar '15 is quickly putting together quite a resume at Oxy. The distance runner and 
junior transfer from Riverside Community College earned All-American honors in the fall for cross 
country, winning the SCIAC and West Region championships along the way. He has a 4.0 grade point 
average as a politics and Spanish major. And despite missing significant time due to a preseason gluteal 
strain, he finished fifth in the 5K at the SCIAC Championships on May 3. 

But his most challenging race was the one he ran before ever setting foot on campus. After graduating 
from Upland High School in 2009, Guzman Aguilar was all set to run and study at UC Riverside on an 
athletic scholarship when a letter from Citizenship and Immigration Services arrived in the mail. A 
Mexican immigrant who was in the process of applying for U.S. citizenship, he was informed that he had 
until August 30 to leave the country. 

Because his application was submitted as a child—and because he legally stopped being a child after 
turning 18—“they told me that I had to go back to Mexico,” says Guzman Aguilar, who’d been living in 
the States for nearly 10 years with his parents, Isidiro and Maria, and sisters Stephanie and Diane. “You 
receive a letter that says you have until this date to get out of the country. And if you don’t get out, all of 
the process goes to waste: You become ineligible to apply for 10 years, and they come forcibly deport 
you.” 

With no other recourse, he traveled at first and found some family to stay with in Mexico City, where he 
had spent his early childhood. But that distance was too far for his parents to easily visit, so he ended up 
in the Baja California town of Ensenada, where he rented a room from a family friend. “At first I was very 
scared, especially because not long before that my grandfather had been killed in Mexico,” Guzman 
Aguilar says. “That was still fresh in my memory.” 

Guzman Aguilar spent two years making ends meet before he was able to get in front of a judge and 
return to America legally. Once he was home in Upland, he was not sure what opportunities awaited 
him. “I hadn’t run for about a year and a half, because I was working a lot,” he says. “I’d really given up 
on running and maybe even school.” 

His high school coach, Mike Wilson—who had moved on to Riverside City College—offered Guzman 
Aguilar a fresh start. “He called me up and said, ‘Do you want to go back to school and run? I can get 
you priority registration and get you back into school, but you have to run.’” 

Guzman Aguilar accepted, but finding his form as an elite 10K and distance runner would be a long road 
back. “Academically, everything was going well. Athletically I struggled a lot,” he says. “It wasn’t easy 
going from no exercise to 60- to 70-mile weeks.” 

Once his stride caught up to his grades, Guzman Aguilar faced graduation from the two-year college 
with scholarship offers from coast to coast. “I started looking at UCLA, and Berkeley contacted me to 
run, too. I had a lot of offers to go up north toward Oregon,” Guzman Aguilar says. “There was definitely 
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the incentive of money.” 

But he ultimately wanted an environment that was about more than just sports—and Oxy track-and-field 
and cross country head coach Rob Bartlett first heard about Guzman Aguilar in an email he received 
from Wilson. “John immediately jumped out at me because of the combination of his athletic ability and 
fantastic grades,” he says. Bartlett invited him to visit, and Guzman Aguilar was quickly sold on Oxy’s 
focus on the scholar-athlete. 

“As much as I love running, I love being in school,” he says. “I like to read, I like to write. At Oxy, the first 
thing Coach Bartlett did was walk me around campus and say, This is the head of the department that 
you're applying for. This is the library.’ When I visited the UCs, some didn’t show me their library or their 
academic facilities at all.” 

In his first year at Oxy, Guzman Aguilar was appointed captain of the cross country and track teams, and 
he’s excelling out of competition as well. “What’s impressed me most about John since he joined us is 
his character,” Bartlett says. “He is one of the most humble, mature, and team-orientated people I’ve had 
the pleasure of coaching." 

After an injury-plagued spring, Guzman Aguilar plans to return in peak condition for his senior year. As 
for his immigration status, only the formalities remain. “Once you’re a permanent resident, you have to 
wait five years,” he says. “It’s just a matter of time.”

Gold with an introduction by archivist, Angel Diaz! 


Between 1994 and 2012, Huell Howser traveled the state of California interviewing and documenting 
unique people and places to create California’s Gold, the classic PBS travel series. Finding wonder and 
surprise around every corner, Huell was a passionate explorer and a master storyteller. He was the 
Golden State’s original definitive guide to wondrous and curious places. 
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Help us celebrate the legacy of Huell Howser with a screening of four of our favorite episodes of 
California’s Gold: Petroglyphs, Pet Cemetery, Slab City, and Mammoths. 


This screening will take place at Center for the Arts, Eagle Rock. Built nearly a century ago in 1915, this 
historic Carnegie-designed former library is a great representation of the Mission Revival Style 
architecture found across Los Angeles. It was included on the National Register for Historic Places in 
1987. 


Notes for this adventure:

LA Artcore's Brewery Annex will present a three person painting show in September. The artists have in 
common an experimental drive to the way they approach the canvas, seeking to create imagery that 
satisfies their sense of personal exploration. Stylistically, each artist has shown flexibility through their 
career, promising an exhibit that is fresh, for the artists, closely linked to their individual growth. 


Xi Hou began her career as a professor after studying printmaking in Sichuan, China. Immediately her 
interest was drawn towards the language of abstraction, working with the relationships of edges and 
colors, and the character of edges each color produces against others. With an almost immediate 
embrasure of using colors as fill to follow a surface composed of line, what makes her paintings 
significant is the ferocity with which she has explored this course. Each piece carries its own desire for 
resolution, and the visible energy of her work that is creating a sense of anticipation among other artists. 
Since making Los Angeles her home, her work has only increased in dimension and volume. 


John Rosewall is an explorer whose art seeks to answer questions, not necessarily thematically but as 
an almost oracular quest, to use his own creativity to draw something sensible from within himself that 
can address reality. Able to shift from being wholly engrossed in the technical aspects of a medium, and 
then discard it when it doesn't serve, shows the sort of shift only possible when we are eavesdropping 
on a truly personal effort. In his current group of abstract paintings, recently born from a turning motion, 
textural abstraction combined with provisional marks hint at the edges of weighty representations. Titles 
like 'Scenes of War' and 'Temple' hint at a motivation to incorporate and face conflicts, to product art that 
is more than simply pleasant to look at. 


Go Woon Choi works to capture the aesthetics of every day life by honing in on details, yet halting at a 
soft point just prior to total realism. Following her instinctive response to imagery and light, she finds 
emotional scenery in small spaces and details, and adds layers of new feeling to them in the process of 
painting. A graduate of Ewha Women's University in South Korea, this emerging artist first arrived in the 
US through exhibits in New York, before finding a home in Los Angeles. Her close-up views of buttons, 
machinery, and metal objects hints at an occupation with modernity, engineering, and the still warm 
remnants they left behind, evoking a sense of the abruptness of the 'Korean miracle', its accelerated 
arrival in the global economy in a single generation.

"Nicola Torcoli The art of Torcoli is built around three concepts: the theory of the philosopher Popper that 
"All of the watches are clouds," the simultaneity and the defragmentation. His works features with what 
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in computer language is called "defrag", defragmentation. Defragment operation compacts various gaps 
in contemporary art actuality, keeps the snippet as wealth and re-organize the idea itself of totality 
and/or ensemble. "Simultaneity", hybridizations, a game of feasible joints between expressionism, 
cubism, futurism, orphism, industrial iconography and urban landscapes balanced out between 
abstraction and figuration, rationality and surreality, in which painting and its formal variables become 
assumption of polymateric buildings and assemblies. The artist is more charmed by the materiality 
rather than by the dematerialization of the artwork: Torcoli is omnivore of images and experiences, prone 
to experimentation of new techniques; he is an inexhaustible researcher of visual and tactile 
"seductions"...""Amedeo Sanzone The subject of my research is the balance between the space, the 
object and the color. The function of the object is that of representing a physical reference in the void 
space surrounding it, to achieve awareness of the void of the reflecting and mirroring surface around. 
The monochromatic surface invites to start a journey among the many object reflected by it, to 
understand immediately after that we look without focus inside the black hole of our memory. The object 
on the surface has the function to allow us to take our fragile balance back. It is our consciousness, the 
depth of our soul; the space of the surface become the space of our existence, the place where to be 
alone, in front of our thoughts." 

"Carla Viparelli's art research displays characteristics that are beyond the scope of usual definitions. The 
selection of techniques, expressive media and tools ranges from oil on canvas and more traditional 
approaches, to innovative site-specific installation, where videos, performances and new digital 
technologies are used. New languages do not completely substitute, but integrate old ones. Painting 
thus becomes rational exercise, rather than autobiographical lyricism; she works with ideas, rather than 
with emotions. Through what could be defined as a conceptual epiphany, a notion is multiplied ad 
infinitum as if in a cosmic, kaleidoscopic vision, and undergoes many metamorphoses, thus revealing 
the inner union of things. It is a kind of game without limits, reaching from archetypes to everyday 
refrains, from the metaphysical to the ironic perception and to the linguistic displacement of ordinary 
meaning." "Maria Grazia Zanmarchi I work rags, scraps of old fabrics or simply old , veils, yarn , old and 
worn-out curtains that have filtered the sunlight and were filters in themselves to look at the road and the 
sky; I work fabrics stretched over canvas or bare wooden frames . Hard and safe surfaces welcome the 
emotional paths tracked like stories. I tear pieces of tissue discovering warp and weft, a sort of 
construction lines . I mend these fragments of life working at the same time to my thoughts in an 
attempt, perhaps unnecessary , to understand them , mold them and immobilize them with glue or paste 
of chalk. The result are congealed surfaces , overlapping materials that do not hide what they cover. An 
"emergency" in the literal sense of necessity that cannot wait, irresistible desire to put in order and 
secure in a metaphorical image, something that may otherwise escape , blend and disappear."
